QUOTA FOB ENTIRE DISTRICT SUB- ; 

SCRIBED IN RECORD TIME. j 

WOMEN WORKERS MAKE ; 

DRIVE A FINE SUCCESS. j 



Within thirty-three hours after the 
campaign started, the Main. Line dis- 
trict from Ovcrbrook to Malvern, ex- 
ceeded its Victory Loan quota of $1,- 
145,400 Tuesday, heating its campaign 
plan of "over the top in forty-eight 
hours" by fifteen hours. H. L. Whitte- 
more, chairman of the Main Line Vic- 
tory Liberty Loan Committee, at Ard- 
more, made the announcement at '.) 
o'clock Tuesday night. He could not 
give detailed figures, but- said there was 
no doubt of the situation from partial 
reports received. 

And the women did it — the women of 
the Woman's Main Line Committee, 
headed by Mrs. D. G. Rombaeh, of Hav- 
orford. Their splendid organization 
made the house-to-house canvass and 
1 urned in the hundreds of small con- 
tributions — fifties, hundreds and some 
thousands — that made Mr. Whitte- 
more's announcement possible. 

Ardmore, which was over the top by 
noon Monday, was above the $400,000 
mark Tuesday. 

Morion, with a quota of $92,000, had 
passed the $200,000 mark Wednesday. 
Wynnewood, where a woman's commit- 
tee in charge of Mrs. Phincas Pronty 
has been working, easily passed the 
$32,000 quota. At Ardmore, which has 
reached the half million mark, Mrs. 
Horace ^Sellers and her committee of 
women turned in 600 subscriptions of 
$50 eacli in five hours, a total of $30,- 
000. Villanova-Rosemont district is 
well over its $50,000 quota. Mrs. Geo. 
E. Snyder's Bala-'Cynwyd woman's 
committee reported numerous small sub- 
scriptions in excess of the district's 
quota of $110,000. Bryn Mawr, with a 
quota of $140,000, was able to report 
officially Wednesday subscriptions ex- 
ceeding $175,000. 

In previous* loans the Main Line has 
led in subscribing the quotas early in 
the campaigns, but the quick work this 
time beats all records, and the Men's 
Connniltee freely admits that the wo- 
men deserve the credit. 

Mrs. Rombaeh 's principal aides were 
the chairmen of the local committees. 
who included Mrs. George E. Snyder. 
Bala-Cynwyd district; Mrs. C. P. Fow- 
ler, Narberth; Mrs. Horace Sellers, Ard- 
more No. 2; Mrs. H. L. WhiWcmoro, 
Ardmore, No. 1; Mrs. Charles S. Starr, 
Haverford; Mrs. Casper W. Hasker, 
Bryn Mawr, No. 1; Mrs. M. P. Burlin- 
game, Bryn Mawr, No. 2; Mrs. Clarence 
Dolan, Koscmont-Villanova; Mrs. Floyd 
Chadwick, chairman Main Line Victory 
Chorus, and Mrs. M. J. Ensign, pub- 
licity chairman.

POSTMASTER EXAMINATION. 



At the request of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral the United States Civil Service 
Commission has announced an examina- 
tion to be held at, Narbcrth, Pa., on 
May 21, 1919, for the position of Post- 
master at Cynwyd. This office has an 
annual compensation of $1,800. 

To be eligible for this examination 
an applicant must be a citizen of the 
United States, must actually reside 
within the delivery of the office and 
have so resided at the time the vacancy 
occurred. 

Applicants must have reached their 
21st but not their 65th birthday on the 
date of examination. 

Application Form 304 and full in- 
formation concerning the requirements 
of the examination may be secured 
from the Postmaster at the place of 
vacancy or from the Civil Service Com- 
mission, AVa&hington, D. C. Applica- 
tions should be properly executed and 
filed with the Commission at Washing- 
ton, D. C, in time to arrange for the 
examination of the applicant.

Then 'Y ? secretaries come 
in for books to take with them and 
Rod Cross workers and soldier boys who 
have a car or are taking baggage or 
freight. * * * We cannot keep up 
with this demand for lack of books and 
people to wrap thorn tip. * * * 

"Our work seems to grow and grow — 
if we can only get the supply of books 
needed. * * * We are about strap- 
p d for magazines. w * * ?f 

Hrning read these ami other reports 
f:< m Mbs Macdonald as they have 
ci m. to us, it has not surprised us at all 
n receive from headquarters a strong 
appeal for hooks for the overseas work. 
It is announced that ToO.000 volumes 
are needed by July L and Pennsylvania 
is asked to provide 100,000 of them. 

Will we do it? Of course wo will! 

Let us remember that there are still 
a million or more men over there, and 
that oi 10,000 will probably he needed 
for a long time to come. 

Let. us see to it that we do our share 
to make them comfortable. In the 
shifting renditions over there it is im- 
possible to do things as systematically 
as in our own libraries. Books wear out 
rapidly and cannot be . rebound as at 
home, and the supply must be large to 
meet the great variety of demands. 

Will you not make an appeal to your 
people to contribute good, clean, fresh 
bonks, principally fiction, to be sent 
over for these men.' They are so anxious 
to get thorn they will tramp for long 
distances and surely we will do our 
share.

CONSTITUTION OF THE NARBERTH 
CIVIC ASSOCIATION. 



I. Name. The name of this organ- 
ization shall be the NARBERTH CIVIC 
ASSOCIATION. 

II. Object. The object of the Asso- 
ciation shall be to improve and beautify 
the Borough and vicinity, and assist 
and co-operato with the authorities in 
enforcing laws and ordinances relating 
thereto; to promote any project having 
for its purpose the betterment of the 
community as a whole; to provide a 
moans of acquiring and disseminating 
information on any subject of general 
interest; and to foster and maintain a 
fraternal spirit among the people of our 
community. 

III. Membership. All persons resid- 
ing in this community are members and 
are entitled to attend meetings of tho 
Association and avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

IV. Dues. The annual dues of vot- 
ing members shall bo ONE DOIjLAR, 
payable at tho time the application is 
received and annually thereafter at the 
time of tho annual meeting. 

V. Officers. The officers of the Asso- 
ciation shall be composed of voting 
members, and shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, three Vice-President, a Secretary 
and Treasurer, and a Board of Directors 
consisting of fifteen members. Each of 
tho foregoing officers shall hold office 
for the term of one year. The Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents and Secretary 
shall, by virtue of their office, be mem- 
bers of the Board of Director?, and shall 
preside at its meetings. 

The Board of Directors shall choose 
from their number four persons who, 
with the President of the Association, 
shall constitute an Executive Commit- 
tee, of which tho President shall be 
Chairman, which Committee shall have

Board; provided, that any act done by 
them shall be subject to the approval of 
the Board of Directors. 

There shall be no regular meetings of 
the Board of Directors, but meetings 
shall be held from time to time as tho 
business and interests of tho Association 
may require. A majority of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum, 

VI. Meetings. An annual meeting of 
the Association for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers and for transacting such 
other business as may como before the 
mooting, shall be held during the month 
of March of each year on such date as 
may be fixed by tho Board of Directors 
or by the Executive Committee. 

There shall be no other stated meet- 
ings of the Association, but meetings 
shall be called by the President at any 
time upon the request of tho Board of 
Directors, or of the Executive Commit- 
tee, or upon tho written request of any 
ten voting members who shall state in 
writing the purpose for which they de- 
sire such meeting to be called. 

Whenever a meeting is to be called, 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
post on the bulletin board a notice of 
the time, place and object of such meet- 
ing. Such notice shall be posted as long 
before the date of meeting as circum- 
stances permit, in order that all mem- 
bers shall have reasonable opportunity 
to attend tho meeting. But in no case 
shall a meeting be convened on less 
than twenty-four hours' notice. 

Twenty voting members shall consti- 
tute n quorum. 

VII. Amendments. This Constitution 
may be amended at any time by vote 
of two-thirds of the members present 
and entitled to vote, provided thirty
